The Old Law inoorpor&tlnft tbe 


Original Town ot Decatur 


The other day while band ling some ot 


tbe old city doonmeote m the city sate, 
City Clerk Skelley came across a time- 
colored official paper wilb green nbbon 
and A big seal attached, which attracted 
his attention, nnd unfolding it he found 
it was the foundation document on wbich 
our flonriebiBg city ot 50,000 inhabitants 
was bnilt. It was tbe out paeeed by tbe 
Illinois General Assembly in 1839, incor- 
porating tbe town ot Decatnr, a mile 
square, witb tbe old Bqnaro, now Lincoln 
Square, HS the center, 
Tbe act covers 


ten pages, sad today tbe ink is good, 
while the writing ia utmost as plain as 
print. Tbe not was approved March 2, 
1839, nnd is signed by W. L, D, Ewicg, 
acting speaker of tbe House ot Repre 
aeutntives, W. fl. Djtvitteon, president of 
tbe Senate, and A. F. Field, Secretary of 
State, Thomas Cftrlin was the Governor 
at tbe time. Tba tee in a foot cote ia 
given ns $5,81

to remain idle tt.r tour. 'They are paid 
altogether too much" he added. 
In Su- 


matra o coohe is compelled to work every 
day in tbe year, and he hns some respect 
tor a wbitft man. It he doesn't show re- 
spect he U given twenty-five lashes, and 
for a fortnight is not able to work. 
Whenever a coolie meets a white man be 
shows bis respect by getting down oa his 
kneea and takme off bis bat. 
The col- 


ored man in this country never eliows hie 
respect and tbe workicgmon thinks be is 
as good as bis employer. 
The wagee 


here are eo high that a laborer is inde- 
pendent, and he only works when he 
reels like it. 
In Snmatra the palanters, 


who are Holland Dutch, rent the land 
from Meldj- chiefs foe seventy-five yean 
and hire the cooliee for tne period 
ot three years. 
The planters give 


to each coolie they hire A pieca of 
laud and he is compelled to do GO much 
work, 
The planters feed and clothe 


and feed them. Every man te held until 
he fulfills bis contract. They are not 
paid from $2 to 34 a day, like the labor- 
ers in this country, but they make from 
130 to 860 a year, clear of expenses some- 
times, When a man hoe had bad lock 
ha only mokes 15 a year, and sometimes 
he finds himself in debt to the planter. 
"Oh, no, they are not slavee, but we 


give them tbe lash whenever they de- 
serve it, and they are not permitted to 
leave the island. All the vessels that 
leave the island are searched, eo tbe 
cooliee are not able to get away. If 
American labor wee treated to Sumatra 
ideas the country would be more pros- 
peroos, and it the MoKinlfty bill bad not 
plao*d a etiff tariff on Sumatra tobacco 
forty plantations would not have to ehnt 
down. We ehall start up forty planta- 
tions, however, in tbis country next year, 
bat it will go bard with us to pay such 
high wages, 
The workingman in this 


country wants all tbe profits,"
